S.O. 85(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 20 of the Coconut Development Board Act, 1979 (5 of 
1979), the Coconut Development Board with the previous ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government, hereby makes the follorv- 
ing regulations, namely ;— 

CHAPTER- -I 

Preliminary 

1. Short title, Commencement and application.—(1) These 
regulations may be called the Coconut Development Board 
Regulations, 1982 ; 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—^In these regulations, unless there is any¬ 
thing repugnant in subject or context. 

(a) ‘the Act’ means the Coconut Development Board Act, 

1979 (5 of 1979); 

(b) ‘Chief Coconut Development Officer’ means the Chief 

Coconut Development Officer of the Board; 

(c) ‘Committee’ means any Committee appointed by the 

Board under section 9; 

(d) ‘rules’ n tans the Coconut Development Board Rules, 
1981; 

(e) ‘Secretary’ means the Secretary of the Board: 

(D ‘section’ means the section of the Act; 

(d) ‘Vice-Chairmait’ means the Vice-Chairman of the 
Board; 

(h) The words and expressions used and not defined but 
defined in the Act shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to their in the Act. 


CHAPTER—11 

Committees of the Board 

3. Appointment of Committees.—(1) The Board may appoint 
every year, as provided in section 9 of the Coconut Develop¬ 
ment Board Act, 1979, the following Committees and 
may appoint such other Committees as the Board deems neces¬ 
sary to exercise such powers and discharge such functions as 
may be delegated to it under these regulations, namely :— 

(a) an Executive Committee consisting of ;— 

(i) the Chairman who shall be the ex-offido Chairman 
of the Committee. 

(ii) a Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) three members representing the Government of the 
States of Kerala, Famil Nadu and Karnataka ap¬ 
pointed under clause (g) of sub-section (4) of 
section 4 of the Act. 

(iv) three other members elected by the members of the 
Board from amongst—^themselves cf whom, two 
shall be representatives of growers. 

(b) a Research and Development Ccmmittee consisting 

of :— 

(i) the Chairman who shall be the ex-officio Chairman 

of the Committee; 

(ii) a Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) all the four-member of the Board representing co¬ 
conut growers appointed under clause (i) of 
sub-section (4) of section 4 of the Act; 

(iv) the Chief Agricultural Expert to the Government 

of India; Fx-Offlcio; 

(v) the Director, Central Plantation Crops Research 

Institute; Ex-Officio. 

(vi) four other persons to be co-opted by the Board 

from amongst experts and scientists who are not 
members of the Board, or from instilutions which 
are not represented on the Boaid provided that 
such co-opted persons shall have no right to vote. 

(c) a Processing and Marketing Committee consisting of:— 

(i) the Chairman who shall be the ex-officio Chairman 
of the Committee: 

(ii) a Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) the member of the Board representing the coco¬ 
nut processing industry appointed under clause 

(j) of sub-section (4) of section 4 of the Act; 

(iv) the Chairman of the Coir Board; Ex-officio; 

(v) four members elected by the members of the Board 

from amongst themselves of whom two shall be 
representatives of growers; 

(vi) four other persons to be co-opted by the Board to 

represent (1) the Department of Agriculture and 
Cooperation in the Ministry of Agriculture, Gov¬ 
ernment of India (2) the National Cooperathe Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation Ltd. (3) the Kerala Stale 
Coconut Development Corporation Ltd., and (4) 
the Directorate of Marketing and Inspection. Gov¬ 
ernment of India, who are not members of the 
Board provided that such co-opted peisons shall 
have no right to vote. 

(d) a Publicity Committee consisting of :—

(i) the Chairman who shall be the e\-olficio Chairman 
of the Committee, 

(ii) a Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) three members representing the Governments of 

Kerala, Tamil Nadu and Karnataka appointed 
under clause (g) of sub-section (4) of section 4 
of the Act;

may be assigned to it by the Board. 

(hj Research and Development Committee,—Subject to 

such restrictions and conditions as may be imposed 
by the Board, the Research and Development Com¬ 
mittee shall dischaige such fimclions of the Board 
relating to the development of coconut cultivation 
and coconut small holdings in India including pro¬ 
motion of agricultural and technological research 
on coconut as may be assigned to it by the Board. 

(c) Pi ocessing and Marketing Committee,—Subject to such 
restrictions and conditions as may be impo.scd by the 
Board, the Processing and Marketing Commiuee shall 
discharge such functions of the Board ichhing to 
processing and marketing of coconut and its pio- 
dncls, product diversification and by-product utili¬ 
sation grading, storage and cooperative development 
us may be assigned to it by the Board. 

fd) Ptiblic'ty Committee;—Subject to .such rcstiictions and 
'■ondilions ns may be imposed by the Board, the 
Ihiblicitv Committee shall discharge such functions of 
Oie Board rejatmg to the publications and dissemi¬ 
nation of iniormalion on i'll aspects of coconut in¬ 
dustry as may he assigned to it by tlie IJo'ud, 

5. Sub-Committee.—A enramiltee appointed by the Eoaul 
may appoint a Sub-Conimittco from aniou<i its members for 
enquiring aiivl reporting on any specified subject or any other 
purpose vvithin the scope of the functions .illoltcd to it by 
the Board 


CHAPTER—ill 

Prueetliirt for Moetlnt.’s of tin; Itunrd uml Its Committees 

6, Meeting of the Hoard.^—The Board .shall hold a meeting 
at least once in every quarter op suclii dates and at isuch 
places as the Chairman may think fit, and the interval bet¬ 
ween any two ordinary meetings ,sh.nll not in any case, be 
longer than four months. 

Provided the Board may, with the permission of the Cen¬ 
tral Goveinmcrtt. bold no meeting in any particular qiuitcr. 

7. Power to call Meetings.— (|) The Chaiiman may at mn 
time, call a meeting of the Board or of any of the Committees, 
and shall do so if a requisition for a meetine is presentcvl to 
him in wrilmg by at least eight members in the ense of n 
meeting of the Board and at least four members in the case 
of n meeting of a Committee. 

(2) The Chairman may requite any officer or officers of the 
Board to attend .any meeting of the Board but such officcis 
shall not hav'c the power to vote. 

(3) At least foul teen clear days before any meeting of Ifie 
Board and at least ten clear days before a meeting of any 
of (he Committees notice of the date, time and place of the 
intended meeting signed by the Secretary shall be sent to 
the Central Government and left at or posted to the address 
of every member of the Board or, as the case may be, of 
the Committee. 

Provided that in case of urgency. ,a special meeting oi the 
Board or of any or more of the OPramitfees may be summoned 
at any time by the Chairman, who shall inform in advance, 
the Cemr.d Governmenr and the members, of the subieef- 
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matter for discussions and the reasons for which he considers 
the summoning of such urgent meeting. No o/dinaty business 
.shall be transacted at such special meetings. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in these regulations, 
the Central Government may also, at any time, call a meeting 
111 the Board. 

H. Quorum.—111 No business shall be transactevl at a meet¬ 
ing of the Board unless there arc present at least eight iiicm- 
hers and no business shall be transacted at a meeting of a 
Committco unless there me present at least foui membcis con¬ 
stituting the Committee. 

(2) If at any time the number of members present m a 
meeting of any of the Committees is less th.in the requited 
quonirci, tite person presidmg shall adjourn the meeting lo a 
date not Jater than seven days from the date of tile mcetitiB 
inlorming the members of the Committee of tlie date, time 
and place of the adjourned meeting, and if ihc number of 
members piesent at such adjourned meeting i.s less than the 
required quorum, the'members sc present shall bo the quorum. 

9. Absence from meetings of a Committee. —Any member 
otlier than an ex-officio member, of a f'omniitiee .ihsentin.g 
himself from three consecutive lueelings wiihaut tiK leave oi 
the Chairman shall cease to be a member of th.al Cominitiee. 

10. Filling up of casual vacancies,—(1) Any casual vacancy 
in the membership of a Committee shall be filled tip by Ihc 
remaining members of the Committee from ,'imongsi die mem¬ 
bers of the Board. 

<2) A person appointed in a casual vacancy shall hold 
ollice so long as the member whose place he fills would 
have been entitled to hold office, if the vacanev had not 
occurred. 

’ t Picvhhn.tf over hleelinps—M everv meeting of the Hoard 
or any of the Committees at which he is preseni, the Chair- 
iTiim Khali preside and, in his absence, ihe Vice-Ch.rirman shall 
preside. If both the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman arc 
ahsent, the members present al the meciing shall effect one 
from among themselves to preside at the meeling. 

12. Aficnda.—(1) The Chairman shall cause t.t be pieparcd 
and circulated lo the Central Governractit and among ihe 
members of the Board or any of the C’orainittces at least ten 
days before any ordinary meeting of (he Boarvl or of such 
Committee, a list of business to be trans.teled a! ihat meeting. 

13. Business by circulation.-—(D A.nv business which is to 
be transacted by the Bo.nrd or a Conimiltec mny if tl.e Chair¬ 
man of the Board or of the Committee so d'rccls he referred 
ii> members (other than members who aic ahsnii from Indian 
b> circulation of paperi. 

(2) .Any proposal or resolution circulated undei snb-regn- 
lation (II and approved by the majority of mcmbeis who have 
recorded their views in wilting shall he a.- cffeciiial and bind¬ 
ing as If such proposal or resolution were decided by tlio ma¬ 
jority of the members at a meeting. 

Provided ffiat at least eight members of the Board or four 
members of the Committee as the case may be have iccordcd 
llieir views on the proposal or resoliilioti. 

Provided further that when .i pr.i.nosal or rcsriliition is re¬ 
ferred to the members by circulation, any fiv: members, of 
the Board Or three members of any of the C o nmitlees, as 
the ease may be, may require that the nroposiil or resolution 
be referred to members at a meeting, and thereuiion such re¬ 
ference shill be made to members at a meeting of the Board 
or of the Committee, as the case may he. 

(3) AVheii any hnsinc.ss is referred to membets ol the Bomd 
or of the Committee, ns the case may be, bv ciienlaiion a 
periovT of not less than fifteen clear days shall be allowed fo - 
receipt of replies frorn members. Such period shall be reckoned 
from the date on which the notice of business is issued, 

f4) If a proposal or resolution is circulated, die result of (he 
circulation shall be communicated to all the mc"ibers of the 
Hoard or of the Committee concerned. 

(5> AH decisions on questions nvrived at by ciiculation of 
papeis shall be placed at the next meeting of the Board or 
of Ihc Committee, as the c.ase may be for record. 
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14. Record of Buhincss).—(IJ A rccoid shall bo moifllaincd 
by Ihc Secretary or all items ot busiaess trans.icted by the 
Board Or by the Committees and copies of such lecotd sh.ill 
be forwarded to ihe Central Government. 

(2) The record of business transacted jU- every meeling of 
the Board and of any of the Committees shall be signed by 
the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman or the member nresiding 
at such meetings. 

(3) When a business js transacted by ciiciJation of papers, 
a record of business so transacted sh.rll be sianej by the 
Chairman. 

15. Voting.—(1) Eycry question biought before any meetin 
of the Boaru or its Commitlces shall he decided by a m-ajority 
of members present and voting at the meetina before uhieh 
the matter is brought. 

(2) In the ease of an equality of votes, the than man or 
the Vice-Chairman or the members piesidinq over the nucting 
of the Boaid or of the Committee, as the ease may In., shall 
have a second or casting vote. 

16. Revision.—(1) The Central Government may, lor rea¬ 
sons to be recorded in writing, review any decision of the 
Board, or its Committee ,md p.ass such otdrr in ihe mailer 
as it thinks fit. 

(21 A copy of every order passed under sub-iegiila- 
tion flj shall be sent to the Board by the Central Government. 

(3) On receipt of a copy of the order as aforesaid, the 
Board may make a representation to the Central Government 
against the said order and the Central Government may alter 
eousideritig the representation, either cancel, modify or con¬ 
firm the order passed bj it under sub-regulation (ll, or take 


such other action in respect of the matter as may, in the 
opinion of the Central Government, be just or e.spe'Jicnt. 
having regard to all the circumstances of the case. 

CHAPTER IV 

Service Cunditlons ofi Employees 

17, Pay, leave, and allowances etc.—The pay, leave, oflow- 
•.mces, pension and retirement benefits, other conditions of 
service and other faedilies and concessions such as advances 
of pay, advances for purcha-sc of conveyances, construction ot 
house.s and tlic like, in respect of til) employees of the Board, 
shall be regulated in accordance with such lules and regula¬ 
tions as aic for the time being applicable to olficeis and cmr 
ployees of the Central Government ot the coiresponding grades 
or status stationed at those places till sep.n.itc regnUnions aie 
made by the Board. 

IS. Recruitment regulations.—Subject to inlc IH .1 the 
Coconut Development Board Rules, lyiil. ihc iccruitnlcnr 
rules for the different categories of posts in the Dirtc'.or.ite 
of Coconut Development shall applv tor appointment lo ilie 
same or similar categories of posts undci the Boaiii lill 

separate recruitment rides are framed bv the 

Board, 

Provided that for the categories of which arc not similar 
lo the existing ones in the Directorate of Coconut Develop¬ 
ment recruitment regulations shall be framed by the Board, 
wilh the prior approval of the Central Govermnent as and 
when such posts are created or proposed to h® cicated.
